ebrators, in order th a t accidents may 
be avoided. 
Injuries caused by ex­ 
plosives are extrem ely dangerous, and 
are often followed by tetanus, or lock 
jaw, wh ich invariably proves fatal* 
Too much care cannot 
h e used in

! kinds. 
Every year th e cannon cracked

| brave enough to bold one wh ile it ex-

O th ers are maimed 
; and bruised, and in

I disfigured for life, as a result of foolish 
| risks taken In a spirit 
of bravado. 
F irecrac kers and firew orks are all 
righ t in th eir place, b u t th ose wh o 
use th em sh ould be some 
wh ere else 
wh en th ey go off. 
Damage to property is anoth er con­ 
sideration worth y of mention. 
Fires 
are num erous on th e F ourth of July, 
and much property goes up in smoke 
every year as a direct result of th e 
explosion of crackers wh ere th ey h ave 
a ch ance to ignite paper or debris 
underneath buildings. 
A little care 
will prevent such disastrous result« . 
T h e man wh o th inks it a sm a rt act 
to th row a fire cracker under a team 
usually makes bis appearance early on 
th e morning of th e F ou rth and is in 
evidence during th e day, th ough h e 
sh ould h e in jail.

virulent poison known.

t cause of lock jaw.

Davies and his thirteen assistants 
Under the law every child between 
the ages o f 14 and 16 years who o btains 
emplo yment must he pro vided wit h an 
age certificate issued by a public o r 
paro chial scho o l. 
But t he scho o ls o f 
Dixo u have been dismissed fo r the 
summer vacatio n, and unless certifi­ 
cates are o btained fro m teachers in 
Hie city no t till September will it he 
po ssible fo r children to get them. 
At a co nference in Chicago yesterday 
with Superintendent o f Co mpulso ry 
Educatio n Bo dine Mr. Davies decided 
to effect a gradual enfo rcement o f the 
law. The affidavits o f parents, under 
which children between 
11 and 16 
years o f age are no w emplo yed, will be 
gradually eliminated. 
The inspecto rs 
will no t disturb t ho se children who 
co ntinue in the same emplo yment 
after July l unless their affidavits are 
suspected. 
But tho se children who 
go to wo rk fo r the first time, o r who 
change 
emplo yers, 
must 
get 
the 
scho o l certificates as ho st they may. 
Mr. Davies has sent wo rd to the 
Chicago scho o ls th a t all pupils who 
intend to wo rk this summer sho uld 
make applicatio n to r their certificates 
befo re the clo se o f scho o l to mo rro w. 
These age certificates signed by the 
teacher will be taken to the superin­ 
tendent o f scho o ls, where they can lie 
exchanged*fo r|the o fficial certificates
